Sir  and  Dear  Brother  : 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  Beport  of  the  Councils 
'and  Conferences  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  within 
the  Circumscription  of  this  Council,  for  the  year  1881. 

We  have  been  much  delayed  by  reason  of  the  remissness 
of  a  few  Councils  and  Conferences  in  sending  their  reports. 
A  circular  letter,  issued  in  November,  1881,  requested  that  all 
reports  should  be  sent  to  us  by  the  first  day  of  February r 
1882,  and,  had  our  wishes  been  gratified  in  this  respect,  our 
report  would  have  been  dated  on  the  first  of  March.  Most  of 
the  Councils  and  Conferences  responded  promptly  ;  others 
were  backward,  and  a  few  have  but  recently  enabled  us  to 
complete  our  work.  The  result  has  been  that  our  tables,  in 
manuscript,  have  lain  upon  our  hands  in  an  unfinished  con¬ 
dition  for  several  weeks.  We  did  not  wish  to  omit  any 
branch  of  the  Society  from  our  report,  and  yet,  in  order  that 
such  should  not  be  the  case,  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  jus¬ 
tice  to  those  Councils  and  Conferences  which  promptly  com¬ 
plied  with  our  wishes.  We  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  re 
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may  be  some  improvement  hereafter  if  you  will  write  us  a  few 
lines  uj)on  this  subject,  to  be  put  in  print  and  distributed 
among  the  Councils  and  Conferences  of  the  Circumscription. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-nine  (‘249)  Conferences  are  named  in 
this  report.  Of  this  number,  two  hundred  and  one  (201)  are 
united  by  Particular  Councils,  and  forty-nine  (49) are  Isolated 
Conferences. 

The  tables,  which  we  annex,  include  the  reports  from  two 
hundred  and  thirty  (230)  Conferences.  Last  year  two  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  (227)  reported,  ^including  one  Conference 
wdiich  was  accidentally  twice  enumerated.  Of  the  Conferences, 
which  have  not  reported,  ten  (10)  are  united  by  Particular 
Councils,  and  nine  (9)  are  Isolated. 

During  the  year  1881  nine  (9)  Conferences  were  aggregated. 
They  are  as  follows :  St  Patrick,  Portland,  Maine ;  St  Mary, 
Beverly,^ Massachusetts ;  St  t7o/m,  Worcester,  Massachusetts; 
Sacred  Heart,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council 
of  New  Haven,  Connecticut ;  St.  John  the  Baptist,  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Troy,  New  York ; 
St.  Patrick  and  The  Assumption,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Particular  Council  of  Albany,  New  York  ;  and  St.  John  the 
Bapjtist  and  St.  Elizabeth,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particu¬ 
lar  Council  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

Five  Conferences  make  their  first  reports :  St.  Dominic, 
Portland,  Maine ;  St  Aloysius,  Fall  Bivcr,  Massachusetts  ;  St 
Monica,  of  ‘the  City  of  New  York,  New  York;  All  Saints, 
Chicago,  Illinois ;  and  St.  31ary,  Natchez,  Mississippi. 

It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  omit  in  this  report  the 
names  of  the  following  Conferences,  all  of  which  are  Isolated  : 
St.  Patrick,  Norwich,  Connecticut;  St  John,  Orange,  New  Jer¬ 
sey  ;  The  Immaculate  Conception,  Camden,  New  Jersey ;  St. 
F  rancis  Xavier,  Parkersburgh,  West  Virginia  and  The  Immac- 
ula  te  Conception,  Denver,'Colorado.  These  Conferences  have  not 
re  ported  for  some  years,  and  we  have  written,  without  any 
favorable  results,  to  proper  persons  making  inquiry  concerning 
them.  We  will  not,  however,  lose  sight  of  them.  Copies  of 
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our  annual  reports  are  sent  to  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops 
of  the  Churcli  within  the  United  States.  We  also,  at  times, 
address  the  Pastors  in  whose  parishes  Conferences  have 
existed.  By  these  means  we  endeavor  to  reach  and  revive  the 
Conferences  which  have  ceased  to  communicate  with  us.

GENEEAL  EEMAEKS. 

The  year  1881  was  one  of  general  prosperity  in  most  parts 
of  the  United  States.  The  condition  of  affairs,  which,  as 
seated  in  our  report  last  year,  existed  in  1879  and  1880,  con- 
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tinned  to  exist,  tliougli  with  less  force,  in  1881.  The  }3rices  of 
some  of  the  necessaries  of  life  were  higher,  and  it  is  probable 
that  wages  were  not  correspondingly  advanced,  but  employ¬ 
ment  could  be  readily  obtained  by  workingmen  in  the  great 
cities  in  which,  mainly,  our  Society  is  established.  The  results 
of  this  condition  of  affairs  appear  in  the  recapitulation  of  the 
returns  of  1881  as  compared  with  those  of  1880.  There  was 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  poor  families  visited  and  relieved 
and  of  the  visits  made  to  poor  families.  While  there  was  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  amount  of  the  collections  at  meetings, 
corresponding  in  some  measure  with  the  decrease  in  the  mem¬ 
bership,  the  receipts  from  other  sources  increased  to  the 
amount  of  $19,938.  The  diminished  relief  of  the  ’poor  Jwas 
accomplished  at  an  increased  expense  of  $6,707,  which  fact 
serves  as  a  proof  of  an  advance  in  the  prices  of  the  necessaries 
(^f  life,  and  the  balances  in  the  treasuries  of  the  Councils  and 
Conferences,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  amounted  to  the  large  sum 
of  $37,064,  an  increase  of  $8,054  over  the  balances  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1880. 

We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  a  decrease  in  the  member¬ 
ship.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  account  for  it.  It  is,  no  doubt,  in 
j^art  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  less  ^demand  for  active 
work  among  the  poor,  and  that,  consecpiently,  the  meetings  of 
tlie  Conferences  were  less  interesting.  We  endeavor  to  counter¬ 
act  the  results  of  this  condition  of  affairs,  by  urging  members 
to  undertake  other  works  of  charity,  and,  especially,  by  call¬ 
ing  their  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Papal  Briefs  which 
extend  so  many  spiritual  privileges  to  the  members  of  the 
Society,  and,  particularly,  that  relative  to  assisting  at  all  the 
meetings  of  a  Conference,  or  three  of  the  four  meetings  held 
during  the  month. 

It  is  a  matter  of  course  that  we  should  state  that,  in  gen¬ 
eral,  everywhere,  the  works  of  the  Society  were  performed 
with  zeal  and  fidelity,  and  with  a  proper  appreciation  that 
“  The  aim  of  the  Conferences  is  not,  then,  philanthropy,  the 
alleviation,  very  praiseworthy,  no  doubt,  but  purely  human,  of 
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the  sutterings  of  the  poor  ;  their  aim  is  zeal  for  the  salvation 
of  souls,  and  in  particular  for  the  souls  of  the  members  them¬ 
selves,”  (Note  to  Article  1;)  and  that  the  aim  of  the  Society, 
in  its  relations  with  the  ])oor,  “is  to  make  them  better  men  and 
better  Christians.”  (Note  to  Article  20.)  The  rejmrts,  from 
year  to  year,  improve  in  ap])earance  and  accuracy.  Such  de¬ 
fects,  in  these  res])ects,  as  are  noticed,  are  mentioned  by  this 
Council  in  kind  words,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
the  suggestions  have  been  and  will  be  kindly  accepted.  It  has 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Council,  in  two  instances,  that 
Conferences  have  adopted  Constitutions  and  By-Iaxws,  not 
consistent  with  the  rules  of  the  Society,  as^  for  instance,  when 
they  ])rovide  for  annual  elections,  and  require  that  a  certain  spe¬ 
cified  number  of  members  must  be  present,  in  order  that  there 
shall  be  a  quorum,  (m  nomhre  suffi-sunt,)  for  the  traiisaction  of 
business,  or  when  they  diminish  the  powers  of  the  President, 
by  making  him  merely  a  presiding  officer  for  the  purpose  of 
])res3rving  order  and  announcing  the  decisions  of  the  Confer¬ 
ence.  Ill  such  cases  instructions  have  been  given  by  this 
Council  that  the  rules  of  the  Societv  are  all  sufficient,  and  that 
there  should  be  no  departure  from  them  by  change  or  addition, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  instructions  will  receive  the  affirma¬ 
tive  approval  of  the  Council-General. 


THE  LOCAL -WORKS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

As  we  have  often  hitherto  stated,  what  we  mention  under 
this  lie  ad,  should  not  be  read  as  a  full  account  of  the  works  of 
the  Societv.  These  works,  while  every  one  of  them  is  full  of 
usefulness,  are  necessarily  much  the  same  from  year  to  year. 
Our  object  is  to  state  the  aggregate  results,  and  to  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  such  exceptional  experiences  of  members  in  their  visits 
among  the  poor,  as  have  come  to  our  knowledge,  and  to  such 
salient  features  in  the  operations  of  the  Society  as  seem  to 
require  special  comment. 
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BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

There  are  reports  from  the  28  Conferences  which  are  under 
the  jurisdiction!  of  the  Particular  Council  of  this  City.  They 
are,  as  usual,  perfect  in  form.  We  again  call  attention  to  the 
large  average  attendance  of  members  at  Conference  meetings, 
which  was  76  per  cent.,  while  that  of  the  Society  at  large  was 
61  per  cent.  Moreover,  this  good  feature  was  uniform  through¬ 
out  the  city  and  iits  suburbs.  The  lowest  rate  of  attendance 
in  any  one  of  the  Conferences  was  63  per  cent.;  the  highest  was 
88  per  cent. 

We  copy  from  the  general  report  as  follows:

A  noticeable  falling  off  in  attendance  at  the  Quarterly  Mass  and  General 
Meetings  of  the  Society  has  been  observed,  and  is  very  much  to  be  regretted. 
There  are  but  four  occasions  when  the  Society  may  come  together,  and  each 
Conference  hear  what  the  other  is  doing  ;  and,  were  there  no  higher  motive,  this 
of  itself  ought  to  be  sufficiently  interesting  to  induce  members  to  make  a  little 
sacrifice.  Negligence  in  this  matter  thwarts  the  principal  aim  of  the  Society, 
and  is  a  subject  for  serious  consideration  as  affecting  the  welfare  of  the 
Conferences. 

The  reports  are  confined,  mainly,  to  the  bare  figures,  but  such  as  give  any 
details  report  cases  not  unusual  in  the  experience  of  the  Society.  We  are  in¬ 
formed  of  one  Conference  which  suspended  its  meetings  during  the  summer 
months,  but  such  practice  has  never  been  approved  by  this  Council,  and  always 
objected  to  when  the  question  was  brought  up  for  discussion.” 


The  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Council  make  mention 
in  their  report  of  certain  features  which  should  not  exist,  and, 
for  the  reason  that  the  same  facts  are  sometimes  observable 
elsewhere,  we  think  it  well  to  refer  to  them  in  detail. 
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One  subject  mentioned  is  ’the  large  amount  of  relief  dis¬ 
pensed  in  cash  by  certain  Conferences.  Five-sevenths  of  the 
expenditures  of  one  Conference  was  in  this  form.  It  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that  members  do  not  bear  in  mind  that  “  relief 
in  kind  is  the  rule,  and  the  exception  a  grant  of  money.’' 
(Note  to  Article  21.) 

The  small  attendance  of  representatives  of  Conferences  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council  is  mentioned  as 
follows  : — 

“  In  May  a  Circular  was  sent  to  the  Eeverend  Directors  and  Presidents  of 
Conferences,  calling  attention  to  the  poor  attendance  at  the  Particular  Council 
meetings,  and  asking  all  interested  to  inquire  into  the  cause,  and  apply  the 
remedy.  For  the  eight  months  ending  in  May  the  average  had  been  thirty-one 
per  cent.;  for  the  four  remaining  months  it  was  increased  to  sixty-two  per  cent., 
and  the  average  for  the  twelve  months  was  forty-one  per  cent.” 

In  reference  to  this  it  is  proper  that  we  should  say  that 
in  some  other  cities  there  is  similar  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
representatives  of  Conferences. 

The  suspension  of  its  meetings  by  one  Conference  during  the 
summer  months,  which  is  noted,  also  calls  for  comment.  We 
have  heard  that  some  other  Conferences  also  suspend  their  meet¬ 
ings,  but  the  practice  has  never  been  approved  by  us.  Members 
are  often  absent  during  the  summer  months,  but  we  have  in¬ 
variably  advised  those,  who  remain  at  home,  to  meet  and  recite 
the  prayers  of  the  Society,  even  though  there  is  not  a  family 
upon  the  relief  roll. 

The  importance  of  some  of  these  comments  will  be  per¬ 
ceived  as  we  proceed. 

The  Particular  Council  received  $392.03,  and  expended 
$203.95. 


PROVIDENCE,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

We  regret  to  say  that,  of  the  eight  Conferences  in  this  City, 
one  still  fails  to  report.  This  is  contrary  to  our  expectations, 
as  stated  last  year.  The  missing  Conference,  that  of  SS.  Peter 
find  Paul,  has  not  been  inactive,  but  has  failed  to  keep  its 
records  in  such  a  form  that  an  annual  report  could  be  prepared. 
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The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  that  he  has  good 
reason  to  hope  that  this  will  not  happen  again,  as  the  Con¬ 
ference,  (which  is  the  Cathedral  Conference,)  is  now  in  good 
working  order.  St.  MichaeVs  Conference  has  received  as  mero- 
bers  a  number  of  young  men,  who,  it  is  hoped,  Avill  more  than 
fill  the  places  of  an  equal  number,  who  had  been  negligent  as 
to  their  duties,  and  had  retired.  Si.  PairicSs  Conference,  which  - 
was  in  a  declining  condition,  had  wonderfully  revived.  The 
Conference  <f  the  Assumption  and  St.  EdworPs  Conference  render¬ 
ed  important  assistance  to  young  orphans  in  placing  them  in 
Catliolic  Institutions.  The  President  of  the  Council  writes 
that  the  Conferences,  in  general,  are  in  a  good  condition,  and 
that,  by  reason  of  the  change  of  the  place  of  meeting  of  the 
Council,  to  the  basement  of  the  Church,  of  which  the  Spiritual 
Director  is  the  Pastor,  he  Avould  be  able  to  attend  its  meetings 
and  infuse  spirit  and  harmony  into  the  work  of  the  Society. 
Tliere  are  no  special  works,  and,  therefore,  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Council  were  but  $25.28  and  $28.48 
respectively. 

NEW  HAVEN,  CONNECTICUT. 

All  the  Conferences  of  this  city  send  reports.  There  is  a 
small  decrease  in  the  number  of  active  members,  but  the 
average  attendance  was  better  than  in  1880.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  institution  of  the  Particular  Council  has  resulted 
favorably.  Its  meetings  and  the  General  Meetings  are  fairly 
attended.  St.  PatricJfs  Conference  obtained  coal  from  the 
public  authorities  for  families  who  would  have  been  refused, 
and  some  of  whom  would  have  been  ashamed  to  ask  for  such 
assistance.  It  also  was  the  means  of  the  reformation  from 
intemperate  habits  of  five  men  who  were  heads  of  families. 
St.  Jllonfs  Co'nference  also  obtained  coal  from  the  town  for  two 
families,  wlio,  without  its  intervention,  could  not  have  procured 
it  from  this  source. 
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TROY,  NEW  YORK. 

The  Society  in  this  city  has  lost,  by  death,  the  President  of 
the  Particular  Council,  Mr.  Jeremiah  O’Sullivan,  who  had  long 
and  faithfully  labored  in  behalf  of  the  poor,  and  had  led  the 
Society  in  all  its  works.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Edward 
Kelly,  the  former  Vice-President.  Tliere  are  reports  from 
twelve  of  the  thirteen  Conferences.  This  city  is  one  of  the 
few  in  which  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  membership, 
and,  generally,  in  the  works  of  the  Society.  Most  of  the  Con¬ 
ferences  limit  themselves  to  sending  their  statistics.  Sf.  Marys 
and  St.  Bernard’s  refer  to  the  very  valuable  assistance  which 
they  have  received  from  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Societies,  and 
strongly  recommend  the  establishment  of  similar  societies 
everywhere.  The  Conferences,  which  are  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Particular  Council,  are  widely  scattered,  and  vary 
much  in  their  surroundings,  and,  no  doubt  for  these  reasons, 
they  differ  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  work  done.  Four  of  the 
Conferences  are  situated  in  Cohoes,  in  which  city  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  a  Council  will  be  instituted  during  the  present  year. 

ALRANY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  reports  from  the  seven  Conferences  .of  this  city. 
The  President  of  the  Council  writes  : 

“We  are  generally  better  workers  than  reporters.  Our  work  has  been  going 
on  with  as  much  zeal  during  the  past  year  as  usual.  We  have  not  had  as  many 
applicants  for  aid  owing  to  better  times  and  a  mild  winter.  Our  new  Spiritual 
Director  (Rev.  Father  Walsh)  attended  our  last  General  Meeting  and  promised 
to  take  an  active  interest  in  our  Society  and  help  us  to  recruit  our  ranks  with 
young  men,  if  possible,  which  will  be  a  very  great  advantage  and  enable  us  to 
do  more  work  in  the  various  public  institutions,  where,  1  am  certain,  much  good 
can  be  done.  I  have  heard  of  very  many  cases  of  reformation  through  this  work 
at  our  Penitentiary.” 

The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $72.98,  and  its  disburse¬ 
ments  $108.15.  The  disbursements  were  mainly  for  the  use  of 
Prisons  and  the  Alms  House.  I 

The  attendance  of  members  at  the  Conference  meetings  was 
73  per  cent.  There  is  no  mention  as  to  the  attendance  at  the 
«  Quarterly  Masses  and  General  Meetings. 


St.  John's  Conference  reports  that,  in  addition  to  its  ordinary- 
work,  it  was  able,  by  means  of  contributions  made  by  the  good 
people  of  the  Parish,  at  Christmas,  to  make  distributions  of  the 
value  of  $80.00,  to  about  50  families,  consisting  of  230  persons. 
Committees  from  the  Conference  of  The  Immaculate  Conception 
visit  the  Jail,  Alms  House  and  Penitentiary  regularly.  St.  Anns 
Conference  receives  and  distributes  provisions  and  clothing  not 
included  in  the  report. 

SYKACPSE,  NEW  YORK. 

The  three  Conferences,  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Council  of  this  city,  send  reports.  The  Council  also  sends 
the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  St.  Joseph’s  Asylum  and  House 
of  Providence,  which  we  have  mentioned  in  former  reports^ 
and  which  we  find  to  be  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 

“  We  have  also  made  arrangements  by  which  the  City  and  County  are  included 
in  the  territory  from  which  truant  and  vagrant  boys  may  be  sent  to  the  Catholic 
Reformatory  at  Buffalo  at  the  public  expense.  About  twelve  boys  have  been  sent 
to  the  magistrates  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Particular  Council  during  the  past 
year.  We  have  also  obtained,  through  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Catholic  in¬ 
struction  at  the  Onondaga  Penitentiary.  The  Protestant  and  Catholic  chaplains 
now  officiate  alternate  Sundays  in  that  institution,  the  salary  being  equally 
divided.  The  School  Board  has  granted  an  increased  per  capita  to  the  sick  in 
the  Hospital  conducted  by  the  Franciscan  Sisters,  as  a  result  of  a  movement 
commenced  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  Council.” 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK,  NEW  YORK.

Sf.  Monicas  Conference  makes  its  first  report.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  the  attendance  of  members  at  Conference  meetings 
was  nearly  70  per  cent.  The  attendance  of  representatives  of 
Conferences  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council  would  have  been 
quite  satisfactory,  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
Conferences  were  but  seldom  represented.  Though  we  have 
no  statistics  upon  the  point,  we  are  able  to  say  that  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  members  at  the  Quarterly  Masses  and  the  General 
Meeting  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  and  we  state  the  fact 
as  evidence  that  members  appreciate  the  importance  of  such 
attendance,  and,  indeed,  consider  it  a  privilege  to  perform 
their  duties  in  this  respect.  The  Annual  Betreat  was  held  at 
St.  Francis  Xavier’s  Church,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  attended  and  endeavored  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
spiritual  privileges  oftered  to  them. 

The  Special  Work  of  the  Council  proceeded  as  usual,  but  we 
have  no  detailed  information  concerning  it. 

The  Superior  Council  continues  to  be  indebted  to  the 
Xavier  Union,  No.  20  West  27th  Street,  for  the  privilege  of  a 
place  for  holding  its  monthly  meetings. 


JERSEY  CITY,  NEW  JERSEY. 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  six  Conferences  of  this 
City.  A  change  of  residence  on  the  part  of  the  President  of 
the  Council  has  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  resign,  and  he 
has  been  succeeded  by  the  Vice-President.  The  Particular 
Council  received  $55.35,  and  disbursed  $76.75.  Owing  to  gen¬ 
eral  causes,  already  mentioned,  the  work  among  the  poor  was 
not  so  large  as  in  1880.  The  receipts  of  the  Conferences  in¬ 
creased,  while  their  disbursements  remained  substantiallv 
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unchanged.  We  notice  that  the  average  attendance  at  meet¬ 
ings  was  67  per  cent. 

The  President  of  the  Council  is  much  pleased  by  the  result 
of  its  reorganization.  He  writes  as  follows  : 

“At  the  time  of  our  reorganization  five  Conferences  were  attached  to  our 
Council,  since  which  time  St.  Patrick’s  Conference  has  been  reorganized  and 
added  ;  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  are  now  working  harmoniously.  Other 
pastors  within  our  Circumscription  have  promised,  in  their  own  good  time,  to 
assist  in  establishing  Conferences  in  their  parishes.  *  *  *  *  * 

The  monthly  and  quarterly  meetings  are  now  well  attended,  and  the  greatest 
good  will  prevails. 

COUNTY  INSTITUTIONS. 

As  you  are  aware,  our  Circumscription  comprises  a  dense  population  of  work¬ 
ing  people.  The  modern  inducements  to  poverty  and  crime  exist  here  to  a  greater 
degree,  perhaps,  than  in  any  localit5^  Some  few  years  since  irermission  was 
obtained  for  a  priest  to  visit  the  institutions  and  say  Mass  on  Sundays  at  an 
early  hour  ;  the  remainder  of  the  day  was  taken  up  by  the  services  of  the  city 
missionary  and  visiting  “bands”  of  young  men  and  women  from  the  various 
Protestant  Churches.  The  failure  to  have  the  Catholic  children  in  these  institu¬ 
tions  properly  instructed  did  not  arise  from  any  particular  opposition  on  the 
part  of  county  authorities,  nor  in  fact,  from  the  city  missionary,  but  was  the 
result  of  apathy  on  the  part  of  Catholics,  who  failed  to  exhibit  the  same  interest 
in  the  Catholic  inmates  that  was  shown  by  the  enterprise  of  the  different  Protes¬ 
tant  associations.  Last  year  some  of  our  members  made  an  eloquent  appeal  to 
the  Society  at  one  of  its  quarterly  meetings.  A  special  committee  was  organized 
by  the  Particular  Council,  and  the  results  have  been  excellent.  The  large 
number  of  Catholic  children  are  regularly  visited  every  Sunday  and  instructed 
in  Christian  doctrine.  The  aged  are  consoled  and  furnished  with  good  books 
and  papers.  The  large  number  of  children  and  adults  prepared  for  their  first 
communion  and  confirmation  during  the  past  year,  together  with  the  fact  that 
several  children  were  provided  with  good  Catholic  homes,  attests  the  zeal  and 
devotion  of  those  who  have  undertaken  the  execution  of  this  charitable  mission. 
This  good  work  is  performed  by  a  band  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  assisted  by  some 
young  ladies  from  St.  Peter’s  Parish,  and  several  of  our  brothers  from  St.  Mary’s 
Conference,  West  Hoboken.  The  county  institutions  are  at  Snake  Hill,  some 
four  miles  from  Jersey  City,  and  the  spectacle  of  these  devoted  people  visiting 
these  institutions  every  Sunday,  regardless  of  the  weather  or  private  comfort,  is 
most  edifying  to  our  Society,  and,  in  fact,  to  the  entire  Catholic  community.” 

St.  Peter's  Conference  is  active  in  urging  families  which  receive 
relief  to  send  their  children  to  the  Catholic  schools.  Ex¬ 
perience  has  taught  it  that  children,  who  attend  the  public 
schools,  are  not  inclined  to  attend  Catholic  Sunday  schools, 
and,  v/hen  they  do  attend,  have  no  inclination  ■  to  learn  the 
Catechism. 
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NEWARK,  NEW  JERSEY. 

We  have  reports  from  the  five  Conferences  of  this  city.  Last 
year  St  Bridgets  Conference  of  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  was, 
by  mistake,  named  as  a  Conference  in  Newark,  as  well  as  in 
Jersey  City,  and  was  mentioned  as  a  new  Conference  in  the 
former  city. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  that  there  was  no 
change  in  the  Special  Works  of  the  Council.  He  adds  that  it 
was  proposed  to  attempt  the  opening  of  a  lodging  house  and 
refuge  for  newsboys,  shoe  blacks  and  other  homeless  boys, 
and  that  the  generous  gift  by  one  of  the  priests  of  a  house  to 
the  Society  for  that  purpose  would,  it  was  hoped,  make  the 
undertaking  a  feasible  one.  The  receipts  of  the  Council  were 
$30.44,  and  its  disbursements  $24.30. 

The  reports  of  the  Conferences  are,  as  usual,  neatly  and 
accurately  prepared.  St  Patrick’s  Conference  reports  the  giving 
of  relief  to  a  family  consisting  of  a  father  and  mother  and  six 
children,  who  were  found  in  a  destitute  condition.  They  came 
to  the  city  from  another  State  in  search  of  work,  but  did  not 
find  it.  The  Conference  heard  of  the  case,  and  gave  sufficient 
relief  until  the  family  could  be  sent  to  its  home.  Another  case 
was  that  of  a  father  and  mother  and  seven  children,  who  had 
just  arrived  from  Ireland.  The  mother  was  taken  sick  with 
ship  fever  and  died.  To  this  family,  also,  sufficient  relief  had 
been  and  still  continued  to  be  given.  The  Conference  of  St 
Pius  reports  the  case  of  a  poor  widow,  a  stranger  in  the  city, 
who  was  lying  dangerously  ill,  and  who  had  no  one  to  assist 
her  but  a  sister  who  happened  to  visit  her,  but  did  not  realize 
the  seriousness  of  the  illness.  Under  circumstances,  which 
seemed  directed  by  Providence,  the  Conference  heard  of  the 
case,  provided  a  physician  and  obtained  a  priest  to  attend  her. 
She  died  but  a  few  hours  after  having  received  the  last  rites 
of  the  Church. 

PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  reports  from  the  Particular  Council  and  the  twenty-six 
Conferences  of  this  city  are  admirably  prepared.  In  1881,  as 
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in  former  years,  the  officers  of  the  Society  greatly  aided  us  in 
the  performance  of  our  own  work  by  complying  with  the 
requests  contained  in  our  annual  circular,  from  which  we  think 
it  well  to  introduce  the  following  extract :  >> 

‘We  request  the  Presidents  of  Particular  Councils  to  distribute  copies  of  this 
circular  and  the  accompanying  blanks  to  the  Conferences  which  the  Councils 
represent,  and  to  aid  in  securing  prompt  and  complete  returns.  In  order  that 
this  may  be  accomplished,  the  Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  the  Councils  will 
please  advise  and  assist  the  officers  of  the  Conferences  in  preparing  the  reports  in 
accordance  with  the  above  suggestions. 

The  Presidents  of  the  several  Conferences  have  a  special  duty  in  this  matter. 
They  are  principally  responsible  for  the  condition  of  the  Conferences  over  which 
they  preside,  and,  as,  at  General  Meetings,  they  “  ‘report  on  the  state  of  their 
Conferences,’ ”  (Pule  48, )  so  they  should  make  similar  Annual  Reports  to  this 
Council.  We  therefore  urge  upon  them  the  consideration  of  the  importance  of 
seeing,  personally,  that  the  Reports  be  correctly  prepared.  The  Reports,  when 
completed  in  proper  form,  should  be  delivered  by  the  Presidents  to  the  Secre¬ 
taries  of  the  Particular  Councils,  and  sent  by  the  latter  in  one  package  to  the 
office  of  this  Council.  The  Presidents  of  Isolated  Conferences  will  please  pre¬ 
pare  and  send  the  Reports  of  their  Conferences  to  the  office  of  this  Council.” 

The  aid  rendered  to  us  by  the  officers  of  the  Society  in 
Philadelphia  is  worthy  of  imitation,  as  well  as  of  commenda¬ 
tion,  and  it  is  for  this  reason,  mainly,  that  we  refer  to  it.

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of 


the  Particular  Council.  His  report,  which  is  the  equal  of  that 
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•of  liis  predecessor  in  accuracy  and  clearness,  shows  that  he 
received  $776.16  and  disbursed  $734.42. 

The  number  of  subscribers  for  the  Monthly  (Irish)  Bulletin 
was  117,  and  was  far  in  excess  of  the  number  in  any  other  city. 

The  President  of  the  Council  regrets  that  the  attendance  at 
the  General  Meetings  was  very  low.  The  attendance  of  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  Conferences  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council  was 
also  unsatisfactory,  since  the  representation  was  but  about 
31  per  cent,  for  the  year,  and  this  representation  was  so  un¬ 
equally  distributed  that  six  Conferences  were  never  represented, 
and  as  many  others  but  once  or  twice  during  the  year.  The 
President  of  the  Council  issued  to  the  Presidents  of  the 
Conferences  in  Philadelphia  a  valuable  printed  circular,  con¬ 
cerning  the  reports  for  1881,  from  which  we  think  it  well  to 
make  copious  extracts,  for  the  purpose  of  showing,  first,  the 
condition  of  the  Society  in  that  city,  next,  the  matters  which 
the  President  thinks  call  for  comment,  and  finally,  the  advice 
which  he  has  given.  He  writes  as  follows  : 

“The  reports  of  the  Society  in  this  circumscription  for  the  year  1881  are, 
in  some  respects,  very  consoling;  and  we  feel  assured  that,  if  the  statistics  were 
more  fully  illustrated  by  narratives  of  the  work  accomplished,  much  edification 
would  be  given  to  our  brethren,  and  great  encouragement  imparted  to  those 
among  them  who  are  contending  with  unusual  difficulties.  There  has  been,  it 
is  true,  a  decrease  in  membership  ;  but  we  have  gained  in  efficiency  what  we 
have  lost  in  numbers.  The  visitations  made  by  the  Board  of  the  Particular 
•Council  have  recalled  the  Conferences  to  a  stricter  observance  of  the  rule,  and 
greater  order  and  simplicity’-  are  beginning  to  manifest  themselves  in  many 
quarters.  The  reverend  clergy  have  been  earnestly  petitioned  to  take  the 
Society  under  their  special  protection,  and,  by  favoring  it  with  their  constant 

advice  and  co-operation,  to  insure  the  fruition  of  its  labors. 

*  *********** 

A  system  of  subscriptions,  designed  to  replace  extraordinary  appeals  for  aid, 
has  been  established,  with  the  promise  of  excellent  results  ;  increased  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  care  of  orj)haned  and  abandoned  children  ;  a  larger  circu¬ 
lation  has  been  secured  for  the  Bulletin  ;  and  our  brethren  have  been  urged  by 
repeated  circulars  and  exhortations  to  cultivate  more  intimate  relations  with 
each  other,  to  devote  themselves  more  generously  to  the  service  of  the  poor,  and 
to  adapt  their  labors  to  the  particular  necessities  of  the  times  and  of  their 
respective  localities. 

But,  in  spite  of  the  improvements  that  have  been  eftected,  and  the  progress 
that  has  been  achieved,  it  is  clear  that  the  members  of  the  Society  in  this  Cir- 
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cumscription  do  not,  as  a  body,  comprehend  the  spirit  of  their  mission,, 
and  that  many  of  them  have  been  drawn  to  our  ranks  more  by  the  force  of  cir¬ 
cumstances  than  by  a  special  disposition  to  charitable  works. 

Many  of  the  Conferences,  it  would  appear,  began  their  labors  without  taking 
jDains  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  purposes  and  plans  of  the  Society  ;  the 
rule  was  never  thoroughly  studied  ;  and  as  a  natural  consequence,  the  simple 
distribution  of  material  aid,  which  was  rather  a  philanthropic  than  a  charitable 
work,  became  the  sole,  or  leading,  occupation  of  men  whose  principal  object 
should  have  been  to  secure  the  sanctification  of  their  own  souls  by  striving  to 
sanctify  the  souls  of  the  poor. 

The  age  in  which  we  live,  though  neglectful  of  spiritual  things,  is  eminently 
humane  ;  and  almost  every  species  of  corporal  distress,  if  once  made  known,, 
finds  prompt  relief  at  the  hands  of  the  civil  authorities  or  of  societies  established 
to  ameliorate  the  sufterings  of  the  unfortunate.  It  is  therefore  clear  that  our 
special  mission  is  not  to  feed  the  hungry  or  to  clothe  the  naked.  -  We  must  in¬ 
deed,  comj)ly  with  these  obligations,  for  they  are  the  common  duty  of  all  Chris¬ 
tians  ;  but  what  constitutes  us  a  distinct  society,  and  gives  us  a  motive  of  exist¬ 
ence,  is  something  higher  and  better  than  all  the  corporal  works  of  mercy 
combined. 

To  us,  in  spite  of  our  unworthiness,  in  spite  of  our  weakness,  has  been 
assigned  the  task  of  proclaiming,  in  worldly  j)laces,  and  among  worldly  men. 
the  universal  brotherhood  which  springs  from  the  paternity  of  God.  We  serve 
he  poor,  not  for  the  sake  of  society,  not  for  the  sake  of  humanity,  not  even  for 
the  sake  of  the  poor  themselves,  but  for  the  sake  of  the  divine  image  which  is 
impressed  upon  their  souls.” 

having  thus  explained  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
Society,  the  President  passes  to  matters  of  a  jiractical  nature^ 
and  in  this  connection  writes  : 

“We  have  been  told  again  and  again,  that,  what  a  president  is,  such  also  will 
be  his  Conference.  Now,  as  the  Particular  Council  is  the  bond  which  unites  the 
presidents  of  a  Circumscription,  and  is  also  the  centre  whence  they  derive  both 
knowledge  and  inspiration,  their  attendance  at  its  meetings  may  be  taken  as  an 
index  of  their  zeal.  How,  then,  can  we  feel  otherwise  than  sad,  when,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  vast  majority  of  the  presidents  are  persistent  absentees,  and, 
as  far  as  we  can  judge,  without  excuse  ! 

*.»********** 

Besides,  each  member  owes  to  the  rest  the  debt  of  his  counsel  and  experience, 
and  from  this  obligation  not  even  the  consent  of  all  can  dispense  him.  If  a 
president  is  forced  to  be  absent,  he  is  bound  to  see  that  the  vice-president  takes 
his  place  ;  and  it  is  proper  here  to  remark  that  the  duty  of  attendance  is  quite  as 
imperative  with  the  latter  as  with  the  former,  since  both  have  the  same  obligations 
to  discharge,  and  the  same  responsibilities  to  sustain.  The  example  set  by  those 
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in  authority  is  quickly  followed  ;  and  we  may  reasonably  conclude  that  the 
neglect  of  the  general  meetings  on  the  part  of  the  members  at  large  is  mainly 
due  to  the  lack  of  interest  shown  by  the  presidents  in  the  observance  of  the 

obligation  to  which  we  have  just  referred. 
************ 

Experience  has  proved  that  the  members  of  a  Conference  will  not  be  found,  as 
a  body,  at  the  general  meetings,  unless  they  are  marshalled  and  conducted 
thither  by  their  president.  They  are,  of  course,  required  by  their  duty  to  attend, 
but  the  president  is  even  more  strictly  obliged  to  see  that  this  duty  is  observed. 
He  should  make  sure  that  no  one  is  absenf  from  his  place  unless  excused  by  the 
gravest  cause.  The  final  responsibility  in  all  things  rests  with  him  ;  and  it  is  the 
serious  nature  of  this  responsibility  which  moves  us  to  speak  with  the  freedom 
and  earnestness  which  we  have  ventured  to  exhibit.” 

We  do  not  make  these  lengthy  extracts  in  the  spirit  of 
a-dverse  criticism,  and,  mnch  less,  in  that  of  censure,  but 
because  we  think  that,  while  we  should  present  to  you,  for 
your  commendation,  the  good  works  of  the  Society,  we  should 
mention  those  circumstances,  occurring  here  and  there,  which 
indicate  that  the  rules  of  the  Society  are  not  always  observed, 
and  its  spirit  and  objects  kept  in  view.  Moreover,  we  know 
that  the  remarks  of  the  President  have  an  application  wider 
than  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  this  reason, 
also,  we  adopt  them  as  our  own  for  your  consideration. 

We  have  not  space  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  refer  to  the 
reports  of  individual  Conferences,  and  we  close  our  remarks 
concerning  this  city,  by  making  a  further  extract,  as  follows  : 

“It  would  afford  us  great  pleasure  in  this  communication  to  refer  at  length  to 
the  admirable  work  which  has  been  done  by  a  portion  of  our  brethren  in  finding 
homes  for  orphans  ;  in  teaching  the  catechism  to  children  neglected  by  their 
parents,  or  placed  beyond  the  range  of  ordinary  instruction  ;  in  providing  young 
men  with  safeguards  against  the  temptations  which  so  closely  beset  them  in 
great  cities  like  ours,  and  in  seeking  to  bring  them  within  the  fold  of  the 
Society,  so  as  to  make  them  missionaries  among  those  of  their  own  age  ;  but  as 
we  are  about  to  address  special  letters  to  the  Conferences  whose  zeal  has  been 
thus  attested,  we  merely  mention  these  subjects  in  passing,  for  the  edification 
of  all,  and  as  a  suggestion  to  those  who  have  hitherto  contented  themselves 
mainly  with  the  simple  dispensation  of  material  relief.” 


BALTDIORE,  MARYLAM). 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years,  if  ever  before,  there  is  a 
failure  on  the  part  of  any  Conference  in  this  city  to  send  a 
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report.  The  Conference  of  St  Mary^  Star  of  the  Sea,  is  missing. 
But  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  Conference  has  been  re¬ 
established  and  re-organized  under  excellent  auspices. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes,  substantially,  as 
follows  : 

‘  ‘  Although  the  year  of  the  reports  embraces  a  part  of  one  very  severe  winter 
and  a  part  of  one  more  than  ordinarily  severe,  yet  the  generally  prosperous  con¬ 
dition  of  industries  and  business  has  more  or  less  favorably  affected  the  condition 
of  the  poor  and  working  classes,  and  there  has  not  generally  been  the  same 
pressing  demand  upon  the  Conferences  as  in  former  years.  As  to  the  particular 
reports,  I  let  them  speak  for  themselves.  I  hope  that  they  are  on  the  whole 
satisfactory  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Conferences.  If  many  of  them 
are  edifying,  there  are  a  few  which  might  do  better,  but,  in  almost  every  instancet 
where  the  condition  of  Conferences  is  satisfactory,  it  is  greatly  owing  to  the 
encouragement  and  support  of  the  Pastor  and  Spiritual  Director.  *  *  *  The 

average  attendance  at  the  meetings  is  fair,  about  75  per  cent.,  [73  per  cent.  S.  C.] 
though  two  or  three  Conferences  fell  a  little  below  this.  So,  also,  are  the  weekly 
contributions,  except  in  one  or  two  instances,  where,  however,  the  fact  of  small 
weekly  contributions  by  the  members  may  not  be  a  fault.  ♦  *  *  The  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council  is  good;  *  *  *  that  at  the 
Quarterly  General  Meetings,  although  the  Conferences  are  generally  pretty  well 
represented  at  the  Holy  Communion  preceding  it,  is  not  so  good  as  could  be 
desired,  and  this,  despite  of  the  efforts  made  to  make  them  attractive  and  inter¬ 
esting,  generally  an  address  being  delivered  to  the  brothers  by  one  of  the 
Beverend  Clergy.  *  *  *  In  conclusion,  I  turn  now  with  unqualified  pleasure 

to  the  report  of  the  Special  Work  of  the  Particular  Council.” 

The  report  of  the  Special  Work  is  lengthy,  but  we  consider 
it  so  edifying  and  interesting  that  we  make  extracts  from  it, 
the  extracts,  however,  being  much  abbreviated  in  substance 
and  form.  The  Special  Work  was  carried  on  in  four  Institu¬ 
tions  ;  the  Penitentiary,  Jail,  Alms  House  (Bay  View),  and 
House  of  Correction.  We  proceed  : 

“  Since  the  peculiar  nature  of  our  work  is  not  shown  by  the  printed  forms,  we 
are  compelled  to  add  these  sheets  in  order  to  include  matters  of  interest  for 
which  they  do  not  call.  *  *  The  most  important  action  of  the  year  was  the 

appointment  of  committees,  during  the  summer  vacation  at  the  Penitentiary  and 
Jail,  to  visit  the  Alms  House  (Bay  View)  and  the  House  of  Correction.  It  was 
the  intention  to  visit  these  places  only  while  we  were  excluded  from  the  Prisons, 
that  is,  during  July  and  August,  but  we  foi;nd  so  much  to  be  done  that,  at  the 
urgent  requests  of  the  Priests  attending  them,  we  established  regular  Sunday 
Schools  at  each,  so  that  there  are  four  different  and  widely  separated  institutions 
under  our  charge.  We  will  report  upon  them  separately. 
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Bay  View  (the  City  Alms  House)  is  situated  in  the  extreme  south-easterly  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  city.  The  four  teachers,  who  were  assigned  to  it,  made  their  first  visit 
on  the  3d  of  July,  after  having  consulted  with  the  Spiritual  Director,  who  stated 
that  he  had  long  wished  for  just  such  help  as  they  proposed  to  give.  They  were 
kindly  received  by  the  authorities,  and  every  necessary  privilege  was  given  to 
them.  The  inmates  number  on  an  average,  about  500,  more  than  one-half  of 
whom  are  Catholics.  That  but  a  small  number  is  reported  as  being  under  instruc¬ 
tion  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Spiritual  Director  has  to  this  time  confined  the 
teachers  to  special  cases,  mostly  sick  and  dying.  A  letter  has  been  received  from 
him,  (Rev.  H.  L.  Urban,  C.  SS.  R.,)  from  which  the  following  figures  are  taken: 
Extreme  Unction,  40  ;  Confessions,  357 ;  Communions,  317;  Total  number 
instructed,  63. 

The  House  of  Correction  is  a  State  Reformatory  Institution,  situated  fourteen 
miles  from  Baltimore,  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  and  to  it  are  sent  the 
less  grievous  cases  which  were  formerly  sent  to  the  Penitentiary.  On  account  of 
the  expense  involved,  but  two  teachers  were  sent,  but  in  future  there  will  be 
four.  Services  are  held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sunday  of  each  month,  con¬ 
sisting  of  prayers,  singing,  sermon  and  catechism.  The  number  of  inmates  is 
about  278,  which  is  above  the  average.  It  is  probable  that  fully  one-half  of 
them  should  be  Catholic,  but  the  attendance  at  the  classes  has  never  been  more 
than  75.  The  authorities  offer  every  courtesy  and  have  given  permission  to 
certain  well-instructed  prisoners  to  visit  the  cells  of  other  prisoners  in  order  to 
teach  them  their  prayers.  Mass  has  never  yet  been  said,  but  arrangements  have 
now  been  made  to  have  the  Holy  Sacrifice  regularly  offered.  The  Warden 
generously  offers  to  erect  the  altar,  and  a  lady  friend  of  the  cause  has  given  the 
necessary  vestments,  &c.  It  is  expected  that  the  first  Mass  will  be  said  about 
Easter.  The  Catholic  publishers  of  the  city  have  made  liberal  gifts  of  reading 
matter,  and  a  nucleus  of  a  library  is  already  on  hand. 

The  services  at  the  County  Jail  have  been  as  reported  last  year:  Sunday  school 
every  Sunday  morning,  and  a  sermon  in  the  afternoon  of  the  third  Sunday  of 
each  month.  Confessions  are  heard  by  Rev,  M.  F.  Foley,  of  St.  John’s  Church, 
once  a  month,  and  have  amounted  to  about  180  during  the  year.  The  average 
number  attending  the  classes  are  20  men  and  30  women.  Five  teachers  attend  at 
this  Institution.  The  librarj’-,  which  does  much  good,  contains  about  100  volumes, 
and  is  increasing.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  we  have  reason  to  acknowledge  the  good 
disposition  of  the  authorities,  no  discrimination  being  allowed  by  them  as 
between  the  Church  and  others. 

At  the  Penitentiary  Mass  has  been  said  and  Sunday  school  held  every  Sunday, 
except  during  July  and  August,  and  a  sermon  is  preached  on  the  fourth  Sunday 
of  every  month  before  all  the  male  inmates,  now  numbering  534,  of  whom  115 
attend  the  Catholic  classes.  Three-fourths  of  the  Catholics  are  negroes.  The 
most  interesting  event  of  the  year  took  place  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  November, 
when  His  Grace,  the  Archbishop,  confirmed  eleven  convicts,  all  men  advanced 
in  years.  It  was  a  most  beautiful  and  touching  ceremony,  and  one  never  before 
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witnessed  within  those  walls.  At  Christmas  High  Mass  was  sung,  and  in  the 
afternoon  there  was  a  sermon. 

During  the  year  Rev.  E.  J.  Sourin,  S.  J.,  has  not  been  allowed  to  hear  confes¬ 
sions  on  week  days,  but  only  during  the  hour  when  Sunday  School  is  in  session. 
This  is  a  great  hardship,  as  the  time  is  often  not  sufficient  to  enable  one-half  of 
those  who  wish  to  go  to  confession  to  be  heard,  and  the  arrangement,  of  course, 
compels  those,  who  are  heard,  to  go  for  an  entire  week  between  confession  and 
communion.  Father  Sourin  reports  the  general  disposition  of  the  convicts  as 
being  encouraging  and  often  resulting  in  a  general  confession  and  communion, 
or  a  commencement  of  a  more  Christian  life. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  ;  in  both  cases  the  persons  were  well  prepared.  One 
was  a  grey-headed  negro,  who  had  not  heard  of  his  religion  since  childhood, 
but  died  a  most  edifying  death.  The  other  was  a  young  white  man  who  was 
pardoned  to  die  outside. 

The  work  of  the  year  was  as  follows:  Confessions  heard,  37G  ;  -Communions, 
262  ;  whole  number  instructed,  175;  number  of  teachers  in  attendance,  14. 

We  think  that  the  work  in  all  the  institutions  has  progressed  during  the  year, 
and  has  been  a  source  of  happiness  to  all  engaged  in  it.  There  is  much  in  the 
gratitude  of  the  men  to  encourage  us,  and  we  have  not  wanted  for  evidence  of  a 
permanent  improvement  in  the  lives  of  some  of  those  -who  have  gone  out. 
Several  correspond  often  with  their  former  teachers,  and  others  call  regularly  to 
visit  the  Priests  who  have  attended  them.  Of  the  numerous  cases  of  interest 
which  came  to  our  knowledge,  we  select  a  few  which  will  exemplify  the  others. 
A  man,  who  had  been  in  the  Penitentiary  ten  years,  had  saved  nearly  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  by  over  work.  He  left  with  the  hearty  good  will  of  all  the  officials, 
put  his  money  into  a  Savings  Bank,  and  obtained  permanent  work  at  very  good 
wages.  He  attends  Mass  every  morning,  and  goes  to  Confession  and  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  once  a  week,  as  he  had  done  in  the  Prison,  whenever  it  was  possible. 
Another,  upon  his  release  from  Jail,  received  $1000  from  the  Pension  Bureau, 
which  he  also  placed  in  Bank,  and  with  a  part  of  which  he  is  about  to  purchase 
a  house.  He  has  had  steady  work  since  his  release,  has  married  a  respectable 
woman,  and  attends  to  his  religious  duties  regularly.  At  Bay  View  there  is  a 
young  man  who  was  so  broken  down  in  health  when  brought  there,  that  the 
physician  said  his  death  was  only  a  question  of  a  short  time.  Though  raised  outside 
the  church,  he  requested  to  see  the  Priest.  Father  Urban  went  to  see  him,  and 
seeing  the  extremity  of  the  case,  placed  upon  his  neck  a  medal  of  Our  Lady  of 
Perpetual  Hope.  In  a  short  time  he  was  out  of  danger,  and  is  now  about  leav¬ 
ing  for  home,  where  they  are  strongly  opposed  to  the  step  he  has  taken  in  joining 
the  Church.  His  gratitude  knows  no  bounds. 

We  would  be  ungrateful  to  close  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  the 
kindness  of  the  Priests  of  the  city,  who  have  always  given  their  time  most 
willingly  when  we  have  asked  them  to  preach  at  any  of  the  institutions.” 

The  Special  Work  has  a  distinct  organization  of  its  own, 
a  Spiritual  Director,  officers  and  about  25  members. 
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We  will  not  leave  this  subject  without  pointing  out  the  con¬ 
trast  between  the  conduct  of  the  authorities  of  these  four  ' 
institutions  in  Baltimore,  and  that  of  the  managers  of  the 
House  of  Befuge  on  Eandall’s  Island,  in  New  York,  an  institu¬ 
tion  which  is  mainly,  if  not  entirely,  supported  by  public 
money,  the  inmates  of  which  are  minors,  most  of  whom  are 
committed  for  slight  offences,  not  of  the  grade  of  crimes,  one 
half  of  whom  are  Catholics,  but  to  which  Catholic  children 
the  managers  will  not  permit  any  definite  Catholic  teaching  to 
be  given,  except  in  case  of  dangerous  illness,  although  such 
permission  has  been  again  and  again  requested  by  the  Catholic 
laity  of  New  York. 

Owing  to  the  protracted  sickness  of  the  late  Treasurer  of  the 
Council,  ending  in  his  death,  the  accounts  sent  to  us  run  only 
from  May  1st  to  December  31st,  1881.  The  receipts  were 
$289.19,  and  the  disbursements  $402.85,  of  which  sum  $148.85 
were  applied  to  the  Special  Work.

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There  are  reports  from  eight  Conferences  in  this  City.  St, 
Dominies  Conference  has  not  been  reorganized,  and  the  Presi- 
dent  of  the  Council  states  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  any 
immediate  resumption  of  active  operations  on  its  part,  but 
that  he  has  not  abandoned  the  hope  of  its  future  resuscitation. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows : 

“  It  will  be  seen  that  the  roll  of  membership  has  again  been  somewhat  reduced, 
there  being  a  loss  of  twenty-nine  against  twenty-two  admissions.  *  *  * 

The  Presidents  of  some  of  the  Conferences  complain  that  no  young  men  can 
be  found  willing  to  take  the  places  left  vacant  by  those  whom  age  and  its  attend¬ 
ant  infirmities  incapacitate  for  active  service,  while  the  reports  of  others  show, 
that,  in  too  many  cases,  the  perseverance  of  new  members  cannot  be  relied  upon. 
«•«****♦*«*« 

The  “Works”  of  the  Society,  as  reported,  differ  but  little  from  those  of  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  families  receiving  relief  was  about  the  same, 
while  the  number  of  visits  made  to  them  was  considerably  less.  This  seems  to 
indicate  that  the  periods  were  shorter  during  which  relief  was  required.  This  is 
also  evident  from  the  fact,  that  the  expenditures  for  groceries  were  reduced  from 
$2,115  to  $1,836.  The  only  item  of  expenditure  which  was  largely  increased  was 
that  for  fuel;  an  increase  easily  explained  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  weather, 
during  a  large  part  of  the  last  winter,  was  excessively  severe;  the  mercury  falling 
repeatedly  below  zero; — a  temperature  almost,  if  not  quite,  unprecedented  in  this- 
city. 

On  the  whole,  the  reports  of  our  Society  show  a  much  smaller  amount  of  abso¬ 
lute  want  than  in  former  years  ; — work  was  more  abundant,  and  those  who  were 
willing  to  work  could  generally  find  employment  sufficient  to  save  their  families 
from  suffering.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  happy  state  of  things  may  be  perma¬ 
nent. 

There  is  a  class  of  persons,'  peculiar,  in  a  measure,  to  this  city,  whom  we  are- 
not  unfrec^uently  called  upon  to  assist,  and  whose  cases  are  peculiarly  trying, 
because  they  are  apt  to  expect  a  kind  or  a  degree  of  relief  which  we  are  quite 
unable  to  render.  I  refer  to  persons  “in  reduced  circumstances,”  as  the  phrase 
is,  who  have  come  here  with  the  idea,  that  it  is  only  necessary  for  them  to  make- 
their  situation  known  in  order  to  obtain  employment  under  the  Government,  and 
who  remain  here  living  on  their  expectations,  until  they  have  nothing  else  left  to 
live  upon.  If  these  persons  had  known  at  the  beginning,  as  well  as  they  come  tO’ 
know  afterwards,  how  futile  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  such  expectations  are, 
they  would  have  saved  themselves  from  much  suffering  by  staying  away. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  larger  than  in  1880.  The  increase  is 
due  in  part  to  larger  collections  in  the  churches,  but  chiefly  to  a  greatly  increased 
amount  of  “donations.”  Who  the  persons  are,  to  whom  the  poor  are  indebted 
for  the  $1,200  given  them  through  our  Society,  is  known  to  Him  who  has  said 
that  every  such  gift  is  lent  to  himself,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  He  will' 
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amply  repay  the  debt.  As  usual,  the  Conference  of  St.  Aloysius  takes  the  lead, 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  donations  to  the  amount  of  $447,  of  which  the 
“Chapel  Point  Club  ”  contributed  $92. 

The  arrangment  made  with  the  Faculty  of  Georgetown  College  still  continues, 
by  which  about  fourteen  families  are  supplied  daily  with  broken  victuals  from 
the  College  tables,  on  tickets  issued  by  the  Conference  of  Holy  Trinity.  This 
Conference  has  also  extended  its  field  of  labor  by  taking  in  the  Virginia  side  of 
the  Potomac.  Having  observed  that  quite  a  number  of  colored  children  from 
that  side  of  the  river  attended  Sunday  School  at  Georgetown,  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  go  over  and  investigate  the  condition  of  their  families.  On  the 
report  of  the  committee  that  these  persons,  living  near  the  river,  though  really 
in  the  diocese  of  Hichmond,  attended  church  in  Georgetown,  their  parish  church 
at  Alexandria  being  six  or  seven  miles  distant,  it  was  decided  that  they  should 
be  visited  and  their  wants  attended  to  equally  with  those  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river.  In  one  instance  a  visitor  from  the  Conference  found  a  family  consist¬ 
ing  of  a  Catholic  father,  a  non-Catholic  mother  and  four  unbaptized  children . 
The  case  was  reported  to  the  pastor  of  the  church  at  Alexandria.  ''  *  * 

The  President  of  the  Conference  of  St.  Aloysius  reports,  that  a  family  consist¬ 
ing  of  parents  and  three  children,  which  had  for  some  time  been  receiving  relief 
from  the  Society,  has  been  restored  to  a  condition  of  comfortable  independence, 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  having  advanced  to  the  father  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  to  set  him  up  in  a  good  paying  business.  The  same  President 
also  reports  the  case  of  another  family,  in  which  a  Catholic  widow,  having  two 
boys,  had  married  a  Protestant  husband,  through  whose  influence  the  boys- 
were  attending  a  Protestant  Sunday  School,  where  they  were  fast  losing  their 
faith.  Two  members  of  the  Conference  took  the  matter  in  hand,  and  at  last  ob¬ 
tained  the  consent  of  the  mother  to  their  sending  one  of  the  boys  to  an  uncle  in 
Virginia  who  is  a  good  Catholic,  and  who  promised  that  he  should  be  brought 
up  in  the  faith.  They  were  also  in  hopes  of  being  able  eventually  to  rescue  the 
other  boy  from  the  danger  to  which  he  is  exposed. 

The  usual  supplies  of  provisions  were  furnished  to  our  poor  at  Christmas,  and 
^he  Conferences  continue  to  acknowledge  their  great  obligations  to  the  Societies 
of  ladies  in  the  several  parishes  who  co-operate  with  them  in  supplying  clothing 
to  tliose  who  are  in  need  of  it.” 

The  reports  from  Washington  are  always  accurately  and 
neatly  prepared,  and  there  is  nothing  for  us  to  do  but  to  trans¬ 
fer  their  contents  to  our  statistical  tables.  The  practical 
works  of  the  Society  are  evidently  zealously  and  intelligently 
performed.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  average  attendance  of 
members  at  the  meetings  of  the  Conferences  is  76  per  cent. 
There  is  no  report  concerning  the  attendance  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Council,  or  at  the  Quarterly  Masses  and  General  Meet¬ 
ings.  There  seem  to  be  no  Special  Works.  The  Treasurer  of 
the  Council  received  $48.11,  and  disbursed  $50.50. 
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PITTSBURGH,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  are  reports  frora  but  two  of  the  five  Conferences  which 
nominally  exist  in  this  City.  There  are  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  the  Society  here,  which  time  only  can  remove.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Council  writes  that  St  Patrick's  and  St  John's 
Conferences  have  nearly  ceased,  but  that  their  Presidents  had 
informed  him  that  they  would  do  all  in  their  power  to  have 
them  reorganized.  The  report  of  St  Michael's  Conference  is,  as 
ever,  very  satisfactory,  and,  so  far  as  we  can  see,  the  Confer¬ 
ence  is  in  full  accord  with  the  spirit  and  usages  of  the  Society. 

LOUISVILLE,  KENTUCKY. 

The  Society  has  suffered  the  loss,  by  death,  of  the  President 
of  the  Particular  Council,  with  whose  name  and  works,  and 
with  whose  handwriting,  even,  we  have  been  for  many  years 
familiar.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Daniel  E.  Doherty.  We 
regret  that  the  report  of  the  Conference  of  the  Assumption  is 
wanting. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 

“In  reviewing  the  work  for  the  year  1881,  we  find  nothing  of  special  interest 
to  bring  to  your  notice.  The  visitations  to  the  poor  have  been  made  as  usual, 
with  apparently  the  same  effect.  This  you  will,  no  doubt,  observe  on  perusing 
the  reports  of  the  various  Conferences. 

Our  Council  was  deprived  of  an  etficient  officer,  and  the  Society,  in  general,  of 
a  zealous  and  true  member,  in  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  D.  Slevin,  President  of  this 
Council  for  a  number  of  years,  which  position  he  held  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death  early  last  summer.  *  *  *  jjjg  [Mr.  Doherty’s]  efforts  in  the  work  of 

building  up  our  Society  cannot  but  be  successful,  as,  during  the  interval  from 
the  decease  of  President  Slevin  to  the  appointment  of  President  Doherty,  its 
interests  necessarily  suffered  ;  an  apparent  improvement  in  the  attendance  at 
the  regular  and  General  Meetings  has  been  noticed  recently.” 

The  Conferences  make  no  mention  whatever  of  any  incidents 
except  that  St.  Michael's  states  that  it  had  been  the  means  of 
removing  many  Catholic  children  from  the  Public  Schools  and 
of  providing  books  for  them. 

There  are  no  Special  Works,  and  the  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments  of  the  Council  were  $27.35  and  $32.75,  respectively. 
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CIIICAUO,  ILLIIVOIS. 

The  Council  of  this  City  sends  reports  from  all  the  Confer¬ 
ences,  foiirteen  in  number,  of  which  All  Saints  Conference  is 
newly  established.  During  the  year  1881  the  President  of  the 
Council,  Mr.  James  McMullen,  who,  for  ten  years,  as  President, 
labored  zealously  in  bringing  the  Society  to  its  present  stand¬ 
ard  of  usefulness,  resigned.  The  Conferences  selected,  as  his 
successor,  Mr.  Daniel  Scully,  who  had  been  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Council.  The  reports,  as  usual,  are  entirely  satisfactory.

We  make  the  following  extracts  from  the  re])ort,  signed  by 
the  Secretary  and  approved  by  the  President. 

“The  Annual  Report  of  the  Particular  Council  and  Conferences  of  this  city, 
which  we  have  the  honor  of  laying  before  you,  differs  very  little  from  those  of 
j)revious  years.  **♦**♦*»* 

The  reports  of  the  Conferences  show  very  few  interesting  facts  outside  of  the 
regular  routine  of  visiting,  relieving,  giving  counsel,  aid  and  comfort  to  our 
poor. 

Good  homes  have  been  found  for  a  few  destitute  children,  and  many  more 
have  been  placed  in  our  Orphan  Asylums.  The  accommodations  afforded  by 
these  institutions  are  altogether  inadequate  to  the  number  of  applicants,  but  we 
hope  it  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future. 
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Two  Conferences,  Saint  Patrick’s  and  Saint  James’sj  are  ably  assisted  in  their- 
charitable  labors,  by  a  committee  of  ladies  who  collect  and  distribute  clothing  to- 
the  poor.  The  President  of  Saint  James’s  Conference,  writes  as  follows  :  “The 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  Society,  working  in  concert  with  this  Conference,  has  during 
the  past  year  made  and  distributed  among  the  needy  women  and  children  of 
our  parish,  191  garments  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  ($166)  dollars, 
in  addition  to  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($125)  dollars  worth  received 
and  distributed  by  the  Conference. 

The  Committee  on  Special  works  have  made  196  visits  to  the  County  Jail,  dis-  ' 
tributed  17,137  papers  and  other  suitable  reading  matter,  mailed  105  letters  for 
prisoners,  furnished  catechisms,  prayer  books,  scapulars,  etc.,  when  applied  for. 

In  addition,  the  committee  made  30  visits  to  the  County  Hospitals,  and  distri¬ 
buted  126  papers,  magazines,  etc. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Very  Pev.  Dean  Terry,  Spiritual  Director  of  the  Par¬ 
ticular  Council,  one  of  the  Fathers  of  the  Congregation  of  the  Mission  was 
secured  to  give  a  retreat  to  the  members  preparatory  to  the  Feast  of  the  Immac¬ 
ulate  Conception.  It  was  well  attended  and  the  result  was  most  gratifying.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  exercises  on  the  Festival  of  the  Society,  His  Grace,  tBe 
Most  Reverend  Archbishop,  otfered  the  Most  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  for  the 
members,  who  also  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  the  Bread  of  Life  from  his 
hands.” 

Nothing  is  stated  in  regard  to  the  attendance  at  the  Council, 
at  the  Masses  and  General  Meetings,  subjects  which,  we  are 
pleased  to  see,  are  attracting  more  attention  throughout  the 
Circumscription.  , 

A  Supplementary  Report  prepared  by  the  Committee  on 
Special  Works  has  been  sent  to  us.  These  works  relate  to  the 
aged  poor,  in  charge  of  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  the 
inmates  of  the  Poor  House  arid  Destitute  Children.  Concern¬ 
ing  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  the  Committee  says  : 

“Fourteen  days  after  their  arrival  [in  1876],  they  were  established  in  their 
home  with  forty  old  men  and  women.  They  thus  commenced  their  career 
of  great  usefulness  among  us.  Soon  their  quarters  grew  cramped,  their  house 
being  too  small  to  hold  half  the  applicants.  A  larger  building  became  an  abso-^ 
lute  necessity,  but  how  to  acquire  the  location  and  building  was  the  question. 
************ 

Go  with  us  to  their  ample  grounds  and  spacious  building,  corner  of  Harrison 
and  Throop  Streets.  *  *  *  Every  nook  and  corner  from  cellar  to- 

garret  is  scrupulously  clean.  Everywhere  the  handiwork  and  industry  of  the 
good  Sisters  confronts  you.  Gome  into  this  large  room  and  see  the  old  ladies 
enjoying  themselves,  some  nod  quietly  in  their  rocking  chairs,  others  deeply 
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interested  in  the  characters  of  the  stories  they  are  reading,  and  more,  with  holier 
thoughts,  silentl}^  slide  the  rosary  through  their  fingers.  *  *  At  the 

other  end  of  the  building  we  call  into  the  old  men’s  room,  and  they  seem  to  be 
occupied  similarly  to  the  old  ladies,  with  this  exception  ;  some  had  laid  aside 
book  and  rosary  and  were  taking  their  solace  from  long  drawn  whiffs  from  their 
pipes.  «  *  »  *  Vesper  bell  chimes,  let  us  go  to  the  Chapel 

and  watch  the  old  folks  come  in  ;  the  strong  assisting  the  weak  to  their  favorite 
places,  whilst  the  Sisters  chant  the  hymns.  *  *  .  *  »  * 

It  is  wonderful  how  these  people  are  fed  and  clothed,  when  we  remember  the 
Sisters  have  to  provide  both  by  their  exertions  in  personal  daily  appeals  to  the 
charitable  public.  The  present  ground  and  buildings  cost  $50,000,  on  which 
there  is  an  indebtedness  of  $26,000,  *  *  *  present  inmates 

number  100  of  both  sexes,  some  bedridden  and  helpless  as  infants,  yet  all  receive 
almost  a  mother’s  fond  care.  Our  Society  has  also  donated  for  the  purchase 
of  coal  $600,  making  our  entire  donation  $2000,  a  mere  trifle,  when  we  consider 
what  has  been  accomplished  in  relieving  our  Conferences  from  the  care  of  these 
people.” 

In  reference  to  the  Poor  House  and  Destitute  Children,  we 
quote  as  follows  : 

“That  Committee  [of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners]  are  about  to  erect 
new'  buildings  for  a  poor  house,  in  the  plans  for  which  they  have,  as  they  inform¬ 
ed  us,  provided  for  a  chapel  for  religious  services  generally,  and  which  we  are 
assured,  will  be  well  adapted  for  Catholic  services. 

Pending,  however,  the  building  and  completion  of  this  chapel,  the  accommo¬ 
dations  for  holding  services  in  the  present  poor  house  are  of  the  most  wretched 
kind.  Wretched  as  they  are,  however,  the  apartment  offered  for  that  use  seems 
to  be  the  best  that  can  be  provided  in  any  part  of  the  building,  at  all  adapted  to 
the  purpose.  The  officers  in  charge,  namely,  Mr.  *  *  ,  the  warden,  and 

Dr.  *******  t,he  superintendent  of  the  insane  department, 
offered  the  free  use  of  the  only,  room  in  the  buildings,  that,  under  all  cir¬ 
cumstances,  seemed  to  be  at  all  proper  for  holding  divine  services ;  and 
Dr.  *  *  went  so  far  as  to  promise  to  provide  comfortable  lodging  for  our 

clergymen  at  any  time  they  might  be  detained,  or  see  fit  to  stay,  over  night, 
even  if  he  should  be  obliged  to  give  up  his  own  room  for  the  purpose.  These 
tenders,  on  the  part  of  these  officers,  were  made  in  a  manner  so  cordial  and 
liberal,  as  to  convince  us  of  their  entire  sincerity  in  the  matter.  And  they  w'ere 
met  on  the  part  of  our  clergymen  in  a  spirit  equally  liberal,  broad  and  accommo¬ 
dating.  The  good  will  and  disposition  to  make  the  most  out  of  the  material  on 
hand,  exhibited  on  both  sides,  by  these  officers  and  the  clergymen,  promise  w'ell 
for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  poor  at  the  County  Building  being  provided  for 
hereafter.  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 

So  far  as  the  second  subject  in  charge  of  the  Committee  is  concerned:  they  are 
able  to  report  the  organization  of  the  “St.  Mary’s  Training  School  for  Boys,”  an 
institution  which  will  at  all  times  need  the  moral,  and,  so  far  as  it  can  get  it,  the 
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material  aid  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society,  and  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de. 
Paul  will  need  for  many  of  its  dependent  children  the  use  of  the  refuge  furnished 
by  the  Training  School.  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  .  * 

The  Committee  finds  it  within  the  line  of  its  duties,  and  deems  it  a  matter  of 
justice,  to  say  a  few  words  relative  to  the  liberal  and  generous  aid  rendered  by 
the  officers  of  the  Humane  Society.  To  the  care  of  these  officers  are  consigned  ’ 
all  children  of  drunkards,  and  cruelly  treated  children,  brought  to  the  police 
stations.  Such  of  these  children  as  are,  or  ought  to  be  Catholics,  have  been 
always  taken  by  these  officers  to  Catholic  institutions,  generally  accompanied  by 
one  of  the  members  of  this  Committee.” 


The  Superior  Council  is  pleased  to  be  informed  that  the 
managers  of  the  Poor  House  in  Chicago  are  disposed  to  furnish 
every  possible  facility  to  Catholics,  and,  it  is  supposed,  to 
members  of  all  creeds,  for  the  free  exercise  of  religious  profes¬ 
sion  and  worship. 

IOWA. 

We  have  two  reports  from  this  City.  The  President  of  the 
Council  writes  that  St.  Joseph's  Conference,  at  Waterloo,  had 
not  been  in  existence  for  two  years.  Its  President,  J.  Hartnett, 
was  accidently  and  instantly  killed  last  summer.  We  ask 
prayers  for  his  soul.  The  President  of  the  Council  does  not 
state  that,  in  his  opinion,  this  Conference  .will  not  be  revived, 
and,  therefore,  we  keep  it  on  our  list. 

The  other  Conferences,  those  of  St.  Raphael  and  of  The 
Immaculate  Conception,  send  satisfactory  reports,  but  say  but 
little  concerning  their  works.  The  first  states  that  the  families 
in  its  charge  are  well  attended  to,  but  that  there  is  very  little 
for  the  members  to  do,  as  the  county  takes  care  of  the  poor. 
In  addition  to  its  receipts,  as  stated  in  the  report,  it  received 
from  the  county,  groceries,  fuel  and  clothing  of  the  value  of 
$184.50.  Considering  that  there  are  so  few  poor  in  Dubuque, 
and  that  the  county  provides  liberally  for  them,  we  think  that 
the  Conferences  in  that  city  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
good  condition. 
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ST.  TAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

Last  year  we  stated  that  we  had  received  but  three  reports 
from  the  eight  Conferences  of  this  City.  This  year  we  have 
seven  reports,  and  the  fact  is  one  of  the  most  agreeable  which  we 
have  occasion  to  mention.  For  this  we  are  mainly  indebted 
to  the  Spiritual  Director,  Bt.  Rev.  John  Ireland,  D.D.  He  writes 
to  us  as  follows  : 

“  In  compliance  with  your  letter,  I  called  together  the  members  of  our  Partic¬ 
ular  Council,  and  urged  upon  them  the  importance  of  being  always  punctual  in 
sending  their  reports.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  such  neglect  as  you  com¬ 
plain  of  will  not  again  occur.  Our  Conferences,  despite  this  neglect,  have  been 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and  have  bright  prospects  for  the  future.” 

The  Conferences,  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Council,  are  in  live  separate  cities,  and,  naturally,  there  cannot 
be  the  same  unity  of  action  which  is  found  where  Conferences 
are  bound  together  by  the  common  interests  of  one  community. 
The  reports  vary  in  matters  of  substance  and  in  modes  of 
preparation.  We  confidently  expect  that  hereafter  they  will 
be  remitted  promptly  and  without  any  vacancy  in  the  number. 
The  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  of  Hastings,  states 
that  a  special  collection  was  made  for  the  poor  at  Christmas, 
by  means  of  which  18  families  were  able  to  enjoy  the  substan¬ 
tial  festivities  of  the  season^  and  that,  as  the  County  Commis¬ 
sioners  were,  at  all  times,  very  attentive  to  the  poor,  but  little 
was  left  to  the  Conference  to  do  for  them  in  the  way  of  neces¬ 
saries  of  life.  St.  Michaefs  Conference  caused  a  poor  man,  who 
had  been  almost  totally  blind  for  some  years,  to  be  sent  to  a 
celebrated  oculist  at  a  distance,  and  the  result  was  that  his 
eye  sight  was  restored,  and  that  he  wa^s  able  to  labor  for  the 
support  of  his  family.  Individual  members  of  St.  Jo-seplis 
Conference  procured,  for  persons  in  want,  fuel,  groceries,  etc., 
of  the  value  of,  at  least,  $75,  not  appearing  on  the  records  of 
the  Conference.  The  Conference  of  St.  Louis,  composed  of 
French  Canadians,  works  principall}^  among  that  class  of 
persons.  They  furnish,  permanently,  but  few  poor  families, 
and,  consequently,  the  action  of  the  Conference  has  been 
mostly  directed  to  meeting  emergencies,  sudden  and  of  brief 
duration. 
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ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 

The  are  forty-eight  Conferences  of  this  class  on  our  list,  of 
which  thirty-nine  make  reports.  St  Dominic's  Conference,  of 
Portland,  Maine;  St  Aloy sins' s  Conference,  of  Fall  River,  Massa¬ 
chusetts;  and  St.  Mary's  Conference,  of  Natchez,  Mississippi, 
appear  for  the  first  time.  The  Conferences  of  Our  Lady  of 
Lourdes,  of  Fall  River,  Massachusetts  ;  of  St  Mary's,  Rondout, 
New  York  ;  and  of  St  Andrew's,  Alleghany  City,  Pennsylvania, 
which  reported  in  1880,  have  not  sent  reports  for  1881.  On  the 
other  hand,  we  have  received  reports  from  The  Conference  of 
the  Sacred  Heart,  of  Fall  River,  Massachusetts,  and  St  Peter's 
Conference,  of  Alleghany  City,  Pennsylvania,  which  failed  us  in 
1880.  Therefore,  the  reports  from  Isolated  Conferences,  are 
39  in  number,  as  against  37  in  1880. 

Conferences  of  this  class  stand  in  an  exceptional  position. 
Each  one  of  them  has  something  peculiar  in  its  surroundings, 
and  the  demands  made  upon  its  members.  These  are  as  varied 
as  are  the  communities  in  which  they  exist.  There  is  no  basis 
for  any  comparison,  qi-s  among  themselves,  or  with  the  Confer¬ 
ences  which  are  united  by  Particular  Councils.  That  they 
make  the  returns,  which  are  sent  to  us  from  year  to  year,  is 
greatly  to  their  credit. 

The  Society  seems  to  be  well  established  in  Portland,  Maine, 
where  there  are  now  two  Conferences,  St  Patrick's  (No.  1)  and 
St.  Dominies  (No.  2),  both  of  which  are  in  a  good  condition. 
St.  Mary's,  of  Lynn,  Mass.,  (No.  3)  reports  a  very  good  average 
attendance,  and  more  than  one-half  of  its  receipts  were  derived 
from  the  weekly  offerings  of  its  members.  The  Conference  of 
St  Mary,  Star  of  the  Sea,  of  Beverly,  Mass.,  (No.  4)  has  but 
few  members,  but  has  made  many  visits  to  the  poor,  and  was 
active  in  obtaining  clothing  for  children  who  attend  school. 
St.  Mary's,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  (No.  9)  sends  a  very  good 
report.  We  hope  it  will  be  the  means  of  procuring  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  a  Particular  Council  in  that  city.  The  President 
of  St.  Patrick's,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  (No.  15)  writes  rather 
despondently,  and  says  that  the  Conference  has  but  little  to 


do.  AVe  trust  that  our  remarks,  elsewhere,  will  show  that 
this  fact  need  not  serve  as  a  cause  of  discouragement.  St. 
Joseph's  Conference,  of  New  Britain,  Conn.,  (No.  17)  sends, 
as  usual,  a  ^report  good  in  substance  and  in  form,  but  limits 
itself  to  its  statistics.  St.  Joseph's  Conference,  of  Yonkers,  New 
York,  (No.  19)  has  but  few  poor,  and  exerts  itself  in  inducing 
children  to  attend  Sunday  School.  St  Mary's,  of  A\^aterford, 
New  York,  (No.  22)  has  few  members,  but  a  large  average 
attendance,  and  has  made  many  visits  to  the  poor.  It  should 
have  more  members.  St.  Michael's,  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  (No. 
26)  reports  but  few  families  which  are  destitute,  and,  in 
answer  to  a  request  for  suggestions  from  this  Council,  was 
advised  that  members  should  aid  their  Pastor  in  the  Sunday 
School,  and  attend  to  the  spiritual  and  material  interests  of 
the  young,  and,  especially,  those  who  are  exposed  to  tempta¬ 
tions  which  lead  to  apostacy  and  vice.  The  Conferences  at 
Trenton,  New  Jersey,  those  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  (No.  29)  and 
St.  Mary  (No.  28),  are  in  a  good  condition,  and  the  latter  makes 
special  mention  of  the  beneficial  results  of  its  attention  to 
Catholic  children.  The  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  of 
Pottsville,  Pennsylvania,  (No.  29)  merely  sends  its  statistics. 
W^e  refer  to  them  as  evidence  of  great  activity  and  usefulness. 
It  needs  more  members.  St.  Patrick's  Conference,  of  Erie, 
Pennsylvania,  (No.  32)  is  so  situated  Jthat  it  has,  naturally,  but 
few  poor.  The  President  writes  : 

“The  number  of  those  dependent  for  relief  on  this  Conference  and  other 
sources  of  charity  has  diminished  in  this  city,  owing  to  an  abundance  of  employ¬ 
ment.  Nearly  all  those  relieved  by  this  Conference  are  widows  with  young 
children,  varying  from  one  to  twelve  years  of  age.  We  have  invariably  insisted, 
Avhen  practicable,  to  have  these  children  sent  to  the  Parochial  Schools,  and, 
■especially,  to  catechism  on  Sundays,  with  the  admonition  that  all  must  hear  Mass 
■on  Sundays  and  Holy  Days.”  , 

St.  Mary's,  of  Alexandria,  Virginia,  (No.  34)  by  its  report 
show^s  that,  as  usual,  the  members  contributed  liberally  at  the 
weekly  collections,  and  states  that,  at  a  time  when  its  funds 
V  ere  running  low,  and  there  was  much  distress,  it  determined 
to  persevere  and  added  to  its  list  all  worthy  cases  proposed, 
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and  that,  in  a  short  time,  its  perseverance  was  rewarded 
Rev.  H.  L.  Magevney,  S.  J.,  added  nearly  one  hundred  dollars 
to  the  funds  by  a  lecture,  and  a  number  of  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  mostly  Protestants,  volunteered,  without  the  agency  of 
the  Conference,  to  give  an  operatic  entertainment,  and  gave  it 
one-half  of  the  proceeds.  We  regret  to  learn  that  Mr.  E. 
Courtney  Jenkins,  the  President  of  St  Peter's  Conference.,  of 
Richmond,  Virginia,  (No.  35)  has  been  compelled  to  resign  on 
account  of  continued  ill  health.  It  is  an  excellent  Conference. 
St.  Joseph's  Conference,  (No.  37)  of  Wheeling,  is  the  only  Confer¬ 
ence  now  existing  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia.  Its  example 
has  resulted  in  the  organization  of  other  Conferences  in  the 
Diocese,  which  we  hope  to  mention  in  our  next  report.  This 
Conference,  besides  attending  to  its  regular  duties,  is  very 
usefully  employed  in  the  works  of  the  Parish.  St.  Patrich's 
Conference^,  (No.  39)  and  The  Conference  of  the  Annunciation,  (No. 
41)  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  make  reports  which  are  satisfactory 
in  every  way.  We  have  reason  to  hope  that  the  Conference  of 
St.  John,  the  Evangelist,  (No.  40)  of  the  same  cit}^  will  send  a 
report  for  the  current  year.  St.  Golumhais  Conference,  of 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  (No.  43)  sends  a  good  report,  but  limits  it¬ 
self  to  its  statistics.  It  has  an  average  attendance  of  67  per 
cent.  It  should  add  recruits.  St  Mary's  Conference,  of  Natchez, 
Mississippi,  (No.  46)  has  been  organized  under  favorable 
auspices,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  succeed. 
The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  North  Temiscal,  California, 
(No.  47)  is  the  only  Conference  in  the  Pacific  States.  Its 
members  contributed  'nearly  one-half  of  its  receipts,  and  its 
report  shows  that  they  discharge  their  duties  faithfully.  The 
Conference  of  the  Immaculaie  Conception,  Portland,  Oregon, 
(No.  48)  though  it  does  not  send  a  report,  is  still  ih  existence, 
and  we  hope  to  number  it  as  a  reporting  Conference  of  the 
current  year. 

With  the  Councils  of  Brooklyn,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans, 
which  are  engaged  in  the  same  works  to  which  the  Councils 
and  Conferences  within  our  Circumscription  give  attention,  and 
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Avhicli  are  united  to  ns  through  the  Council  General  of  Paris, 
we  communicate,  whenever  an  opportunity  offers,  by  letters, 
by  tlie  occasional  meeting  of  members,  and  by  means  of  oui- 
reports.
